RATIONAL GOLF 


B y Jason Rogers. 


a -_—_ 
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One of the few canons of golfing style | 
which no one has yet dared to dispute, is | 
that which advises the player to stand, 
with his ball more 
his right toe, as the distance to be cov- 
ered by the shot diminishes, says Silver 
Sand in the World of Golf. Nowadays 
almost every one drives with the ball 
opposite a spot half way between -his 
heels, or even two or turee inches in 
front. But he plays his cleek shots with 
the ball rather farther back, and in ap- 
proach play usually stands so that the 
ball is almost opposite his right heel. 

All this is most- orthodox. But it is 
somewhat less usual to inquire why it. 
should be so. . The answer to this ques- 
tion makes plain the whole problem of | 
stancé, which is simply and solely a 
matter of equilibrium, and depends upon 
one simple rule: Howevér you stand, 
you must have your weight so distrib- 
uted that your center of gravity is oppo- 
site the ball at the moment of hitting it. 
_ The reason is not difficult to see. Any 
ordinary club is constfucted so that if | 
the ball is to be hit squarely the shaft 
must at the moment of impact be at 
right angles to the direction in which the 
player wishes his ball to travel, that is 
to say, the player's hands must be oppo- 
sife the ball. If they are not, the club 
face, as it comes in contact with the ball, | 
cannot possibly be at right angles to the 
line of flight, and a glancing blow result- 
ing in pull or slice is the inevitable con. 
sequence. 

It is easy for any golfer to prove for 
himself how the natural position of the 
hands, in holding any two-handed weapon 
such as a golf club, depends upon the 
distribution of the weight of the body. 
Let him clasp his hands together in front

In any case, by swaying he is intro- 
ducing a new and difficult factor into his 
calculations, and the less this factor is 
allowed to affect the conditions of the 
In order to reduce 
the chance of error from this cause to a 
minimum he should shift his weight from 
one foot to another as little as possible 
during the stroke. 

Of course, it is impossible to avoid 
swaying altogether. No man ever kept 
his head perfectly still and twirled round 
his backbone as an axis fixed in Space, 
after the fashion recommended in cer- 
tain manuals, If the ball is to be hit 
with force, some amount of freedom is 
essential, and it is only when this free- 
dom of swing is exaggerated that it be- 
comes bad. It is worth noting that sway-, 
ing is almost always the fault of the 
man who is trying to hit too hard. 

As a general rule the amount of sway- 
ing involved in the mere making of the 
atroke is not sufficient to produce a mis. 
hit, even where the player fails to bring 
his body back to its original position at 
the proper instant. But even a very 
amall error will have a noticeable effect 
upon the force of the drive,

of the commonwea!th, land and flats or 
any rights therein sufficient for railroad 
tracks and traflic roads extending from 
the Commonwealth land and flats on the 
easterly side of East Boston, across the 
location of the Boston, Revere Beach & 
Lynn railroad to the location of the 
Grand Junction railroad and the Boston 
& Maine railroad in East Boston; but} 
nothing herein contained shall be con- 
strued to affect in any way the obliga- 
tions of the New York Central & Hud- 
son River Company under chap. 468 of 
the Acts of 1900. 

For the purpose of acquiring the above 
locations the said board may, with the 
approval of the Governor and couneil, 
exchange land or flat now owned by 
the commonwealth or hereafter acquired | 
for other land flat or right now owned 
by other parties and suitable for such 
railroads and traffic estimate and de- 
termine all damages sustained; but any 
person aggrieved by such determination 
may have such damages assessed by a 
jury of the superior court. Within 60 
days after such land flat or right therein 
are acquired or taken under this act the 
board shall file. and cause to be re- 
corded in the Suffolk registry of deeds 
a description thereof sufficiently accurate 
for identification, certified and approved 
by the Governor and council.

“Doing More Than Any 
Other Country in World 
Toward Industry,” Asserts

PERTH—The Hon. H. Gregory, min- 
ister for mines, said in the ceurse of 
speech he delivered recently that the 
government was doing more than any 
other country toward aiding the mining 
industry. He stated that, apart from 
the railway system and the Coolgardie 
water scheme, the sum of $7.000.000 had 
been expended on developing the mines. 

With regard to the railways reeently 
congtructed or sanctioned, he referred 
to the approval obtained for the con- 
struction of 373 miles of goldfield rail- 
ways, the cost of whieh was estimated 
to be over $3,330,000, in addition to whieh 
11 short lines of a total length of 266 
miles had been passed by Parliament, 
as well as 189 miles of railway approved 
late year, the cost of which in the agri- 
cultural districts would be $3,350,000, as 
against $3,330,000 in connection with the 
mining industry.

A part of the second floor will be used 
for a women’s department exclusively, 
and- the remainder of the second floor 
will be devoted to rest rooms and read-

Not a word or an act has thus far been 
recorded to the credit of the Senate commit- 
tee on public expernditures—the committee 
that was formed for the express purpose of 
bringing about economies in national admin- 
istration. ‘The body that deemed the crea- 
tion of such’ a committee a great public 
necessity, at its first opportunity for dis- 
playing in a practical way its sympathy for 
retrenchment, increased rather than reduced 
an already greatly swollen appropriation bill; that is, the bill for the 
improvement of rivers and harbors. Not only did the Senate approve 
every item of that measure inserted by the House in accordance with 
the ‘‘pork barrel” method of procedure so generally and strongly and 
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(who, he said, “seemed to-do all things well’), to have little Olat 
instructed in Norwegian, which the colonel averred was his tavorite 
language. It is worthy of note that when Colonel Roosevelt, after 
addressing some high school children, remarked that probably none 
of them understood a word of what he had said. he was assured }y 
Minister Hagerup, Norwegian minister to Denmark, that probably 
all understood, “because English is so thoroughly taught im 
Norwegian schools.” 

That Mr. Roosevelt's off-hand ways are contagious might be 
judged by the report that the King came into his room quite 
informally and asked: ‘‘Wouldn’t you like a cup of tea?” to which 
the colonel replied emphatically that he would. The King, 1n greet- 
ing him on his arrival, advanced and grasped his hand without 
waiting for the formality of a presentation. It was certainly a 
great tribute to our countryman when the King and Queen and all 
the members of the Norwegian cabinet went to the railway station 
to meet him. .

It is an interesting circumstance that while the income tax 
proposal is one that has long been urged by citizens of Democratic 
opion, and while, generally speaking, the sixteenth amendment 1s 
receiving Democratic support, Hlinois, a Republican state, has 
accepted it, and the Democratic state of Virginia has voted rejection. 
Almost as interesting is the fact that in Massachusetts and Virginia 
the very arguments that have been most prominently advanced in 
its favor have contributed most to its defeat. One of these, for 
example, is that an effect of the adoption of the amendment would 
be to bring the possessors of large incomes under close tederal 
supervision and control. A son of Massachusetts bred in the idea 
of individual opportunity and responsibility could hardly have put 
it more clearly than a son of Virginia, who, in explaining why the 
amendment was defeated in his state, said that it would put the 
federal government in direct contact with the individual citizens in 
the everyday affairs of life. ‘The eves of the federal inspector 
would be in every man’s counting room.”
